WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Further  extensions  of  the  water  main,  Little  Newcastle 
to  Solva  have  been  approved  by  the  Council  for  supplying  the 
villages  of  Wolfscastle,  Ford,  Abercastle,  Llanrhian.  The 
water  from  the  Main  Wells  at  Hot  Wells,  Little  Newcastle, 
has  proved  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 


SCAVENGING. 


The  introduction  of  a clause  in  the  contract  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  year  to  the  effect  that  the  Contractor  for 
the  collection  of  house  refuse  is  also  responsible  for  the  con- 
trol of  the  tip,  has  minimised  nuisances  arising  therefrom.  All 
the  refuse  tips  are  now  situated  in  isolated  areas  at  a consider- 
able distance  from  the  villages  concerned.

1080  lbs.  of  meat  was  condemned  and  destroyed  being 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  coming  into  force  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Act,  1938, 
on  the  1st  October,  1939,  and  Section  57,  dealing  with  the 
Licensing  of  Slaughter  Houses  and  Knackers  Yards  has  con- 
siderably assisted  in  reducing  the  number  of  small  Private 
Slaughter  Houses  within  the  area.
